Bulldogs on a questionable “pass in 
terfcrcnce” ruling which has been dc 
bated on all sides and from all angles 
It happened with hut a minute or so 
remaining in th** game played at Moi 
I d a v i l l e on December 4 when, after the 
Bubinga recovered a fumble on Ben 
salcm’s 36, Red Thorn heaved a long 
pass dpwn the field to Mark Phillips.
